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Charley

Country music superstar 
Charley Pride began one of the 
busiest portions of 1973 this 
month. 

He begins four months’ of 
concert appearances and shows 
at major state fairs and exhibi- 
tions on both Coasts of the Unit- 
ed States as well as in between 
and up in Canada. 

To enable his troupe to get to 
the bookings — many of which 
would be difficult and inconven- 
ient to reach by commercial air 
— he has leased an F-27 prop 
jet airplane. 

The first series of dates be- 
gins in Cleveland, followed by 
three in Canada, then three in 
Oregon and Washington State. 

Resuming his schedule in 
August, he’ll appear in Montan- 
a, Wisconsin, Illinois, Kentucky, 
back into Canada and Washing- 
ton State, then to Colorado, New. 
York, Ohio, Minnesota, Nebras- 
ka, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Iowa, Tennessee, Arkansas, and 
Oklahoma. 

Pride’s schedule virtually 
damands private air transporta- 
tion — private air transporta- 
tion for everyone in the troupe, 
which, in August, will number 
nearly 20 persons. Moving a 
unit of that size during the opti- 
mum hours over extremely long 
distances would be very difficult 
and probably impossible most of 
the time. 

So Pride and his manager, 
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Plane Aids In Many Concert Dates 
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Jack D. Johnson, entered into a 
lease deal with Ward Interna- 
tional Aircraft, Inc., of Dallas. 
The firm is embarking on a 
program of re-building planes 
and leasing them to large 
groups who have certain trans- 
portation requirements — 
groups such as those revolving 
around major entertainers. 

The plane in which the Char- 
ley Pride Show will be flying is 
the first of its kind, and it liter- 
ally defies adequate description. 

It is a travel envirenment 
which will undoubtedly have the 
travellers wanting to stay on 
board rather than getting off. 

No expense was spared, and 
all materials used in the decor 
were the best money can buy. 
There is no plastic resistant- 
type surface materials, no arti- 
ficial leathers. There is. a great 
deal of leather and leather 
suede, solid teak wood, and 
everything is handcrafted by 
master artists and artisans. 

The plane features: a stereo 
tape system, with headphone 
jacks at each seat; in-flight 
sound movie capabilities; a wet 
bar; a hot foods galley; a rest 
room; and a dressing room 
which can accomodate two or 
three persons at a time. The 
whole cabin is like a luxury 
lounge, with sofas, tables, swiv- 
el seats, and so forth. 

The plane itself is a Fair- 
child F-27 turbo-prop which was 
built to carry around 40 passen- 
gers in airline-type seating. This 
aircraft has flown literally mil- 
lions of passenger miles, and it 
has a superb safety record. The 
F-27, according to Ward Air- 
craft President John E. Woods, 
is the perfect airplane for the 
kinds of work done by Pride 


and other major figures in the 


entertainment business. 
He says, ‘‘Never before has 
there been an airplane priced at 


such a level that would permit a — 


company to do what we’ve done 
so that we could apply the final 
result towards these kinds of 
jobs. Other planes have either 
been too small or too large. The 
smaller ones would have to be 
ruled out on the size factor 
alone. The larger ones were 
simply too expensive. But the F- 
27 gives us the right size, and 
we’re able to set the right kind 
of price as well. So that makes 
it perfect from everyone’s point 
of view.” 

Pride is the first entertainer 
to avail himself of one of these

planes. He chose this program 
not only because of his trans- 
portation needs, but also be- 
cause of the advantages afford- 
ed by leasing — namely the 
freedom from concerns related 
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to maintenance and other oper- 
ational problems. 

Pride’s concert troupe in- 
volves himself, manager John- 
son, booking agent Don Keirns, 
the five-man band, comedian- 
ventriloquist Alex Houston, sing- 
er Johnny Russell and his man- 
ager (Joe Light), and, begin- 
ning in late August, The Four 
Guys. 

A key factor in Pride’s deci- 
sion to buy the lease program is 
his feeling that his whole show 
unit is like a family. He wants 
everyone to get to the show 
dates as refreshed as possible, 
at least as well rested and re- 
laxed as he is himself. 

According to Manager John- 
son, the anticipated advantages 
demonstrate the absolute practi- 
cality of the decision. The 
troupe will be able to travel 
according to its working hours 
instead of having to conform to 
commercial air schedules. The 
entertainers will save time at 
the terminals coming and going, 
especially at the baggage claim 
areas, and they’ll virtually elim- 
inate the possibilities of damag- 
ing instruments or amplifiers or 
of losing them. 

Says Johnson, ‘‘These and 
many other factors more than 
make up for any extra costs we 
might encounter.”

It was a fast four weeks of 
production for “Hee Haw’’ at 
WLAC-TV’s studios here, but 
Yongestreet Productions 
wrapped up 13 shows this week. 
Return to the West Coast imple- 
ments the trying and time con- 
suming part of the production 
job as Producer Sam Lovullo 
and Director Bob Boatman get 
into the editing process. 

Viewers and fans will invari- 


ably ask while the show is in. 


the process of taping, ‘‘How can 
I get tickets or permission to 
get into a taping of the ‘Hee 
Haw’ show.’’ The show isn’t 
tapped like other types of TV 
programs — that is a show at 
a time. All the particular seg- 
ments of the show — the board 
and fence. one for instance — 
are done at the same time. The 
really big job for the production 
staff comes when they take the 
material back to the West Coast 
and have to edit all those thou- 
sands of bits and segments 
down into 13 shows. This is the 
reason the computor was insti- 
tuted a few seasons back. The 
quick figuring of time, content, 
etc., makes the editing job go a 
lot faster and easier. 

The new series was a lot of 
hard, fast work for all con- 
cerned this time, but as usual, 
everyone had fun doing it. The 
fall and early winter segments 
promise new skits, numerous 
guests and untold laughs and 
relaxation for the show’s 30 mil- 
lion viewers.

He recorded the Japanese 
version of ‘‘The River Song” at 
RCA Studios in Nashville. The 
record and the movie are being 
released in Japan simultaneous- 
ly. 

Pride, incidentally, has long 
been interested in recording in | 
foreign languages. And he’s 
proving adept at it, as his co- 
workers on this project can ver- 
ify. 

Many thought he’d have to 
execute the assignment as most 
singers do when working with 
strange words and phrases — a 
phrase or word at a time. 

Pride, however, learned the 
whole song and rehearsed it as 
a single entity. By session day, - 
he knew the song virtually by 
memory. 


Stuckey Developes Own Style 


Nat Stuckey, a lanky young 
man from Cass County, Texas, 
with an appealing warmth in his 
voice that has caught the ears 
of countless country music fans, 
does not particularly fit the 
popular conception of the Coun- 
try Music Singer. He speaks 
quietly and dresses simply, un- 
like the way many people see 
some of his more flamboyant 
colleagues, and he enjoys writ- 
ing songs as much as he does 
singing them. Nat, the compos- 
er, has more than forty pub- 
lished songs including such hits 
as “Pop a Top,” “Don’t You 
Believe Her,” ‘Waitin’ in Your 
Welfare __Line,’’ ‘‘Adorable 
Women,” ‘“‘The First Day” and, 
of course, his own hit recording 
of ‘“‘Sweet Thang.” 

From East Texas to Nash- 
ville, via Shreveport, Louisiana, 
can be a long trip for a fledg- 
ling artist in the Country & 
Western field, but Nat made it 
pretty naturally, as a young 
man with his obvious talent and 
determination would. Christened 
Nathan Wright Stuckey II, he 
showed an early interest in 
music, approaching it the same 
way — naturally. “An uncle 
taught me most of what I know 
about playing the guitar,’ he 


the Shreveport-based Paula la- 
bel and turned out tunes like 
“Oh, Woman,” “All My Tomor- 
rows,” “Leave This One Alone”’ 
and .. . “Sweet Thang,”’ all of 
which brought him to national 
attention and, ultimately, an 
RCA Records contract. 

Nat, with his wife, Ann, 
moved to Nashville in 1968 when 
he signed with RCA. His first 
single release for the label, 
“Plastic Saddle” and “Joe and 
Mabel’s 12th Street Bar and 
Grill,’ became instant hits and 
were followed in short order by 
a fast-selling album, his first for 
RCA, “Nat Stuckey Sings” 
(LSP-4090). After this came 
“Sunday Morning with Nat 
Stuckey and Connie Smith” 
(LSP-4300), ‘Old Man Willis’ 
(LSP-4330), ‘Country Fever” 
(LSP-4389), ‘She Wakes Me 
with a Kiss Every Morning” 
(LSP-4477), “Only a Woman 
Like You’”’ (LSP-4559) and ‘‘For- 
give Me for Calling You Dar- 


ling” (LSP-4635). He moved into 
1971 with a hit single, ‘She 


Wakes’ Me Every Morning,” . 


and. has become a major factor 
on the country music scene- 

Many of Nat’s fans have 
commented on the fact that his 
career closely parallels that of 
the late Jim Reeves: both be- 
came radio personalities on 
KWKH and both found their 
way onto the ‘Louisiana Hay- 
ride.” 

“I’ve always felt compli- 
mented when people told me I 
sounded like Jim Reeves, so 
that’s why I had to change my 
Style.” Like Jim, Nat Stuckey 
has_ developed, over ‘ recent 
years, an international follow- 
ing, and since joining RCA Re- 
cords, has made three Europe- 
an tours. His fourth jaunt, in 
the fall of 1970, was through the 
Scandinavian countries, togeth- 
er with Dottie West and Hank 
Snow. This tour was preceded 
by a week in Hawaii.

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Floyd Cramer 


Floyd Cramer Slurrs, Bends and Hits The Charts 


Few instrumentalists in pop- 
ular music today have been 
able to approach the track and 
chart record of RCA’s distinc- 
tive pianist from Nashville, 
Floyd Cramer. The striking 
Cramer touch is instantly recog- 
nizable anywhere in the record 
and or tape-playing world. His 
original country sounds have 
long since been integrated into 
the pop field where his unique 
style has made him one of the 
top album sellers for RCA. His 
more than two dozen albums, 
all, at one time or another, 
guaranteed chart items, are 
staples in the Victor catalogue. 

Such is the product of the 
talent known as Floyd Cramer. 

The pianist was born in 
Shreveport, Louisiana, on Octo- 
ber 27, 1933. At five, he began to 
show an interest in music and 
his family bought him a piano. 
It was after graduating from 
school, though, that his career 
actually got started, and, in 
1951, he joined station KWKH’s 
‘Louisiana Hayride.’”’ When he 
wasn’t traveling with the Hay- 
ride Show, Floyd played with 
several well-known local artists. 
and on the road he toured with 
such stars as Hank Williams 
and Elvis Presley. 

In 1955, at the suggestion of 


RCA’s Chet Atkins, Floyd 
moved to Nashville and was 
invited to join the famed 
Grande Ole Opry. He rapidly 
became a very busy studio mu- 
sician, performing on many of 
the early Elvis Presley hits and 
the records of Jim Reeves, The 
Browns and others. 


With such a distinctive style, 
Floyd Cramer could not long be 
kept in the background. Floyd’s 
first single, a striking piano in- 
strumental which he wrote 
called ‘“‘Last Date,’’ was one of 
the sleepers of 1960 and sold 
almost a million copies. At 
year’s end, it was the Number 
Two single on the best-sellers 
charts. “Last Date’ was fol- 
lowed by Cramer’s second con- 
secutive hit, ‘‘On the Rebound.” 
Since then there has never been 
anything from which to rebound 
for Floyd. 


The distinctive _so-called 
“Cramer Style” of playing — 
the slurring, or bending, of 
notes — is actually a piano 
adaptation of an old country 
music technique used for years 
by guitarists like Mother May- 
belle Carter and Bud Isaacs. 
“Half tones are very common,” 
Cramer explains. ‘‘The style I 
use mainly is a whole-tone slur 


which gives more of a _ lone- 
some, cowboy sound.” 

Six-foot-two with blonde hair 
and blue eyes, Floyd likes jazz 
in general and piano (what 
else?) in particular. Among 
Cramer’s contributions to the 
Victor album catalogue are 
“Floyd Cramer Plays Country 
Classies’”’ (LSP-3935), ‘‘Country 
Piano-With Strings” (LSP-2800), 
‘Here’s What’s Happening!” 
(LSP-3746),““Floyd Cramer With 
The Music City Pops” (LSP- 
4364), “Sounds of Sunday”’ 
(LSP-4500) and Cramer’s own 
personal choices for the top hits 
of the years in his by-now an- 
nual series of albums which 
started with ‘Class of ’70” 
(LSP-4337), and is currently up 
to “Class of ’72”’ (LSP-4773). 


October 
Is Country 
Music 
Month 


In the annuals of pop and 
rock music the banjo has been a 
much neglected instrument; 
however, that has all changed 
due to the enormous success of 
“Dueling Banjos,’’ the hit single 
from the film “‘Deliverance.” It 
was the first major break- 
through for bluegrass music and 
the record was an undeniable 
hit by both popular and rock 
music standards. In fact, the 
record was actually. found on 
the pop, rock, country and west- 
ern and rhythm and_ blues 
charts. The LP, which contains 
“Dueling Banjos,’’ has also cre- 
ated a milestone in the accept- 
ance of bluegrass music. 


The man responsible for the 
record is thirty-three year old 
Eric Weissberg, one of the most 
respected studio musicians in 
New York. Eric has been play- 
ing the guitar and banjo since 
he was seven years old and was 
Heavily influenced by his father. 
The elder Weissberg had one of 
the most extensive record 
collections in New York City, 
which consisted mainly of Dixie- 
land jazz. 

Eric’s formal musical train- 
ing started with the violin when 


he was about ten, but upon en-: 


tering Music and Art High 
School in Manhattan he gave up 
the violin and started studying 
the string bass. Today he’s 
called upon to play all the 
string instruments including 
guitar, banjo, mandolin and 
pedal steel guitar. Eric claims 
that his strongest influence was 
Pete Seeger. He had heard and 
seen Pete play numerous times 
while he was in high school and 
Pete became his main banjo in- 
fluence. Upon finishing high

school he studied bass at the 
University of Wisconsin, but 
those college days were short 
lived as he decided to return to 
New York to study at the Jul- 
liard School of Music. Just prior 
to his graduation from Julliard, 
he joined the Tarriers, replac- 
ing Eric Darling. He was a 
member of the group for six 
years, and following the break- 
up with the group, he went on 
tour with Judy Collins for a 
year. Eric’s reputation as a fine 
musician began to creat studio 
work in New York and ‘to this 
day his work as a studio side- 
man can be heard on albums by 
artists such as John Denver 
(‘Country Roads’’), Judy Col- 
lins and Ian and Sylvia. 

Enter ‘Dueling Banjos”. . . 
The Success of this single and 
the follow-up album has meant 
that Eric is back on the road 
between record dates. He has 
formed a group called Deliver- 
ance and has gotten together 
some of New York’s finest mu- 
Sicians. Steve Mandell plays 


guitar and banjo. Charlie Brown 


plays electric guitar and _ har- 
monica. Charlie was in “Hair” 
and has also recorded several 
albums of his own. Tony Brown, 
formerly with Arty and Happy 
Traum, plays bass, and Richard 
Crooks, formerly with White 
Cloud, plays drums. 

Although bluegrass music is 
becoming a musical fad, Eric 
does not want to build Deliver- 
ance as a bluegrass band. He 
says the band will play some 
bluegrass, but they will also 
play varied Nashville-country 
sounds.

Old Timers Still Sell

One of the top Coast Area 
twenty-four-hour C&W stations’ 
“play list” (KUZZ-KZIN / FM) 
for mid February reflects a 
confirmation of a claim I made 
in one of my articles a year or 
so ago — namely, that the old 
timers could still put out good, 
saleable records if given a 
chance. My ego is not such that 
I take credit for the turnaround 
. . . I’m not that well read in 
the trade papers, but for eighty 
(80) records on this list, the 
“old timers” hold down eight- 
een (18) spots . . . that’s over 
twenty percent! ! 


‘Midwestern stations are also 
reflecting this upswing: WMNI, 
Columbus, Ohio, KVOO, Tulsa, 
and WDUX, Waupaca, Wiscon- 
sin, among them though the lat- 
ter much lower than the others . 
. . How come, Bobby Gee? Only 
eleven (11) in eighty (80)!! Oth- 
ers were much higher. 

Among those listed, who 
haven’t been faring too well, 
promotion wise, in recent years, 
is Eddy Arnold, Webb Pierce, 


Burl Ives, Stonewall Jackson, 
Redd Stewart and Billy Walker. 
No one can tell me that these 
people have lost their ability to 
turn out good records, nor that 
the fans do not enjoy them as 
much as ever. 

It’s true these artists proba- 
bly won’t be in contention for 
“Entertainer of the Year” or 
“Top Male Vocalist,” but they 
won such awards in their day, 
and it’s only. right that the new 
people coming up receive recog- 
nition, and the old timers will 
probably be among the first to 
congratulate them. 

Years from now, the new 
people of today will still be 
turning out good records, but 
there’ll still be room for a good 
newcomer, one with talent, will 
and perseverance to come up, 
however, a_ tendency’ to 
“change” is not always that 
good. Some of the artists heavi- 
ly promoted today may lose out, 
as their labels realize that 
heavy promotion costs simply 
aren’t justified when they al- 
ready have proven sellers in 
quantity on hand. 


To be successful in today’s 
highly charged and_ fiercely 
competitive world of modern 
music, it is almost essential 
that a performer possess more 
than just one musical skill. 
Take Bobbi Martin. In addition 
to being a beautiful blond with a 
voice equal to her physical at- 
tributes, Bobbi is a prolific and 
successful songwriter and enor- 
mously accomplished guitarist. 

Her latest testament to being 
multi-talented is Bobbi’s million 
selling single ‘‘For The Love Of 
Him” which she both wrote and 
recorded. 

A native of Baltimore, Bobbi 
Martin has always been re- 
ferred to as a “Worker.” Al- 
though basically a pop singer, 
she has given her audiences a 
taste of nearly every phase of 
the ‘‘now”’ musical forms while 
constantly striving to improve 
her “style” in both writing and 
performing. Her drive and de- 
termination first paid off with 
the release of ‘‘Don’t Forget I 
Still Love You,” on the Coral 
label. The single rose to Top 
Ten on all the national record 
charts and created a demand 
for an album. 

The album, which was titled 
the same as the single, was a 
big seller and was followed by 
another album called ‘I Love 
You So.”’ Soon afterwards Bobbi 
moved to the United Artists 
label in order to continue work- 
ing with her producer and 
friend Henry Jerome. 

It was with Henry’s guidance 
that Bobbi recorded “For The 
Love Of Him” and a follow-up 
album titled ‘“‘With Love” that 
features the single. Upon expi- 
ration of her United Artists re- 
cording contract, Bobbi signed 
to record exclusively for the 
“Buddah” Record Company.

Bibbi is now signed 
to Henry Jerome’s new record 
production company, Green 
Menu Music Factory Inc. All 
future singles and albums will 
be released on MGM records 
one of the hottest and most con- 
temporary labels in the record- 
ing business. 

Between recording dates, 
Bobbi has done everything pos- 
sible to expand the horizon of 
exposure. She has toured all 
over the United States and the 
foreign audiences who have 
seen her include those of Ger- 
many, Japan, The Phillippines, 
Formosa, Thailand, Hong Kong, 
Santo Domingo, Haiti, Aruba 
and Australia. She has appeared 
in some of the finest night spots 
around the country including 


the Riviera in Las Vegas, Har- 
rah’s in Reno, Mr. Kelly’s in 
Chicago, the Eden Rock in 
Miami and the Rainbow Grill in 
New York. 


But probably her largest 
audience is that of the national 
television viewer. Bobbi has 
made appearances on almost 
every one of the major prime 
time variety shows.

“It’s what you do with what 
you got,’’ comments talent 
agency chief Shorty Lavender, 
who spends the majority of his 
working hours booking country 
music artists. 

“In other words, the number 
of acts you represent doesn’t 
make you the best booker,’ he 
points out, ‘‘because in the end, 
it all boils down to what you 
accomplish per artist.’’ 

Operating out of his own 
agency headquarters on Nash- 
ville’s Music Row, Lavender 
has been in the booking busi- 
ness for 10 years, and is appar- 
ently well-schooled about the 
stuff it takes to put talent on 
stage . . . not just on his roster! 

For example, during Decem- 
ber — which is commonly noted 
for being an extremely light 
month in the industry — he’ll 
see sixty dates filled by his tal- 
ent. And most of his artists are 
already booked well into 1973. 

Now representing 12 acts, 

. Lavender contends, ‘‘We’ve just 
about signed all the artists we 
can handle for right now. We 
know we can’t continue to add 
acts and still do a decent job for 
all of them. Everybody reaches 
a saturation point,” he insists. 

Doubling the number of his 
accounts in less than a year’s 
time, Shorty Lavender began 
his own booking business in 
1970. He started out by himself 
with George Jones and Tammy 
Wynette as his first and only 

_ Clients. 

Nowadays he not only has a 
full staff, but is fast becoming 
one of the most active agencies 
around with a client collection . 

. in addition to George and 
Tammy .. . that includes Patsy 
Sledd, The Jones Boys, Harold 
Morrison, Paul Richey, Wayne 
- Kemp, Bobby Austin, Ray Sand- 
‘ers, Jeris Ross, Jack Reno and 
O.B. McClinton. 

Recently Lavender placed 
. John MeMeen in the position of 
vice-president for his energetic 
empire. And, since that time, 
McMeen’s concentrated efforts 
on club coordination have al 
lowed the agency to extensively

To help insure the quality of 
Country Music, the booklet also 
brings out the various differ- 
ences between the sound equip- 
ment which should be used in a 
theater, nightclub, auditorium, 
music hall, school, meeting hail 
church, gymnasium, legislative 
or judicial chamber or any oth- 
er indoor or outdoor application.

And we’re not concerned 
about contracting with all su- 
per-stars,”’ the ambitious agent 
adds, ‘as a matter of fact, 
we’ve always been extremely 
interested in building new pow- 
erhouse packages, versus pick- 
ing up old ones.” 

~To summarize, the theories 
around Shorty Lavender’s agen- 
cy are hard work and honesty.

In fact, he’s a re- 
mindful example of what Will 
Rogers used to claim, “I’m just 
an old country boy in a big town 
tryin’ to get along.
